# Following are the pertinent excerpts from the President's letver of October 27 
and Chairman Khrushchev's revly of October 28 which have been made puplic 
(Xhrushchev's letter of October 26 has not been published): 


1. From the Presi.ent'!s lerter: "I would like to say again that the 
United States is very much interested in reducing tensions and halting the 
arms race; and if your letter (of October 26) signifies that you are prepared 
to discuss a detente affecting NATO and the Warsaw Pact, we are quite prepared 
to consider with our allics any useful proposals. But the first ingrdiem, 
let me emphasize, is the cessation of work on missile sites in Cuba and 
measures to render such weapons inoperable under effective international 
cuarantees," 

2, “rom khrushchev's reply: In conclusion I wish to speak of the 
regulation of relations between NATO and the states of the Warsaw Treaty 
which you mention. We spoke of this not long ego and are ready to continue 
an exchange of orinions with you on this question and to find a reasonable 
solution. I also wish to continue an exchange of opinicns on the prohibition 
of atomic and thermonuclear weapons and on general cisarmamem anc other
